the speakers' rostrum and then sat 
down, hanging his gray felt hat on 
one of the rostrum posts. 


Cummings' Suggestions. , 


Chairman Cummings will present 


a resolution asking that debate on 
the planks on which minority reports 
will be presented—klan and league 
of nations—be limited to two hours 
on each subject. 
Chairman Cum- 


mings will conduct the debate for 
the adoption of the majority plank 
on both issues. 


Newton D. Baker will conduct the 


league of nations fight and Gov. Pat- 
tengall of Maine will be in charge 
of the fight to name the klan. Un- 
der the terms of the resolution which 
Cummings will present each side will 
be alloted one hour on each subject, 
thus opening the way for four hours 
debate on the jilatform. 


New York newspapers appeared 


with a story that Smith would with- 
draw as a candidate unless a plank 
naming the klan was adopted by the 
convention. Such a Smith authority 
as Norman E. Mack, of Buffalo, 
characterized this as "pure bunk."

The man who 
has to take the tailor's word for it 
that his trousers need pressing Is 
just the sort of victim diabetes is 
on the lookout for. And the apparel 
advertiser who coddles the fleshy by 
heralding modes for the stylish stout 
instead of insisting that the corpu- 
lent reduce to the standard model, 
is Inviting them to .court the dan- 
gers of the disease. 


For diabetes Is typically the afflic- 


tion of the fat, declared Dr. Joelin. 
Under the age of fifty only one di- 
abetic in ten is thin, he said. Over 
fifty only one thin person for every 
nineteen fat ones Is a member of the 
diabetics' society. 


"Much that has seemed odd in re- 


gard to .the distribution of diabetes 
is explained by obesity." declared 
the doctor. "Brain workers often 
acquire tbe disease. The explana- 
tion lies in lack of exercise and con- 
sequent gain in weight."

Twelfth, who was standing on the 
side of the truck, as they rushed on 
a call to Thirty-third and Randolph 
at 9 a. m. Saturday. The truck 
started to Mtn south on Thirty-third 
but was blocked by an automobile 
and was forced to swing thru the sta- 
tion which Is on the east corner. 


Charley Varvel, fireman at Station 


No. 2, was driving the truck for his 
first time on an out call. He applied 
the foot and emergency brakes about 
fifteen yards west Of the intersection 
and had slowed down to anout fif- 
teen miles an hour, starting to turn 
south on Thirty-third when a car, 
which had stopped east of the street, 
started up again, evidently thinking 
the truck was going straight east on 
O. Varvel was forced to swing thru 
the filling station, sideswiping two 
gas pumps and throwing Walter 
Lake to the pavement. 


The first pump was bent down and 


the other ripped clear of its founda- 
tion and carried fifteen feet on the 
truck. Lake was caught by the sec- 
ond pump and thrown clear of the 
truck. The extra heavy bumper on 
the truck was badly smashed and the 
left fender jammed. 
Lake was dazed by the fall and 


seemed to be suffering Jrom a 
broken hip. 


Mr. Lake was carried to a passing 


car and rushed to St. Elizabeth's 
hospital where Dr. Slattery attend- 
ed him. A skinned and bruised face, 
bruised hip and ^slightly sprained 
wrists are thought to be the extent 
of his injuries.

And those who 
attended that convention, will recall 
that it was Bainbridge Colby who 
stood up at the conclusion of the 
great demonstration for Bryan and 
brought the crowd "back to earth" 
again in an address rich in humor, 
satire and invective in all of which 
he is a past master.

ernor Mr. Spillman Says 18 


Cents is Too High For 


Gas. 


Acting Governor Fred G. Johnson 


and Attorney General Spillman held 
a conference with three independent 
oil dealers of Lincoln, Saturday and 
the attorney general said he did not 
consider 18 cents a reasonable price. 
The conference was held at the re- 
quest of M. B. Atkins of the A. B. A. 
company, L. L. Coryeiydealer and H 
B. Martin of the State Oil company." 


The conference was held at a time 


when it was reported that with few 
exceptions all companies in Lincoln, 
including the Standard Oil company, 
were' retailing at 18 cents a gallon, 
and the department of public works, 
a state department under Governor 
Bryan was selling at 15 cents a gal- 
lon. 
Several dealers were selling at 


17 cents. 
Cut prices were reported' 


from scores of towns in the state. 


The three dealers called on the 


acting governor for the purpose of 
presenting to him what they called 
facts 
which they allege show 18 


cents to be a reasonable price. The 
acting governor when agreeing to 
meet the oil men told them he would 
have the attorney general present. 


The oil men declined tcf discuss the 


conference after it closed. The act- 
ing governor said the callers told 
him they pay 9% cents to the re- 
fineries, that freight costs 2%- cents 
and that 4 cents should be charged 
to the cost of delivery and station 
expenses, 
including tank 
wagon 


charge, making a total cost of 15^& 
cents to place oil in the filling sta- 
tion. 


There was no request by the deal- 


ers for immunity from prosecution, 
and no promises of any kind made. 
No request was made for the state 
to stop the sale of gasoline at its 
department of public works. 


"The sale of oil by the state waa 


not discussed 
to any extent," said

dealers did object to competing with 
stations that do not pay taxes. We 
told them we had nothing to do with 
the station of the department of pub- 
lic works."

June 28.—The ku klux 
klan issue today crashed into the 
tilth session ol the democratic con- 
vention and eflectually blocked its 
procedure. 


Alter a dramatic recital of the 


struggles ot the resolutions commit- 
tee over the klan plank, led by Chair- 
man Cummings of the committee, he 
asked a recess ot the convention un- 
til ." p. m. and the recess was taken. 


Long 
belore^ Chairman 
Walsh 


pounded ior order and started the 
business ot the day, leaders 
had 


brought the word that the resolu- 
tions committee was deadlocked on 
the klan plank and a recess of the 
convention would be necessary. 


The party spokesmen were ob- 


viously worried over the 
develop- 


ments. Numerous conferences were 
under way thruout the hall on the 
plattorm. 
After the invocation by 


the Rev. John Roach Stratton, the 
viewpoint of Chairman Walsh was 
revealed when he announced: 


"The 
gravity 
of the 
situation 


which confronts us suggests that we 
have song as well as prayer." 


Walsh then introduced Miss Ben- 


nett of Concord. N. H., to lead in the 
singing of the "Star Spangled Ban- 
ner." 
It was Cummings, however, who 


painted the full significance of the 
crisis in the party when he addressed 
the convention, saying the issue be- 
fore the delegates was one "that may 
affect destinies of our party." 


At another point he told how the 


committee during the night serious- 
ly reflected on the danger that the 
klan plank might destroy the party. 


But he reached a climax when, as 


he closed, he said: 


"In all my experience, I have never 


witnessed such a scene as took place 
this morning in the committee room 
at 6 o'clock and we were about to 
disperse. One of the members arose 
and recited the Lord's prayer and 
we all united in it. 
"And then at the close Mr. Bryan 


lifted up his voice in an invocation 
for guidance and divine help in this 
hour of stress." 


Feeling is Bitter. 


Meantime bitter feeling is develop- 


ing among many ot" the delegates. 
While Cummings was speaking, Ed 
Moore of Ohio, leader of the move- 
ment to name the klan in the reli- 
gious freedom plank, promoted an in- 
dignation meeting in the Ohio dele- 
gation. 
Word had reached Moore 


that the platform 
committee had 


adopted a klan plank, in which the 
hooded organization was not named. 
He rushed into the hall and burst 
into the midst of the Ohio -delegation 
and began denouncing the committee 
in unmeasured terms. The members 
of the 
delegation 
were 
instantly 


about him. Others gathered until the 
aisle was blocked. 


"We must name the klan by name 


or the democratic party will be de- 
stroyed," said Moore. "We are thru 
with weasel words and I won't stand 
for it." 
Newton D. Baker, a member of the 


resolutions committee and instruct- 
ed to fight for the specific plank, 
joined the group but Moore did not 
engage in the discussion. 


The an.ti-klan storm has reached 


such proportions the time for ballot- 
ing on presidential nominees is un- 
certain and can scarcely be expected 
before Monday, if then. 


As a matter of fact, the subject 


of candidates 
is 
completely sub- 


merged in the deluge of klan discus- 
sion. In the hotel corridors and din- 
ing rooms, in private 
conferences 


and on the floor of the convention, 
all conversation was directed at the 
klan. 
) 
Such is the feeling among dele- 


gates and leaders both past and pres- 
ent, that the solidarity of the party 
itself already Is impaired and may- 
be shattered entiiely before the fight 
is over. 
Heretofore cool headed spokesmen 


of the party give vent to explosive 
utterances such as the following by 
one man high in the councils: 


••To 
with candidates. What 


good are candidates and what's the 
excuse for the party itself 
if 
we 


haven't the courage to speak out on 
this question." 


Only one thing is certain in the 


vast confusion and that is that the 
convention will s:o into another week 
and possibly thru it.

The south has 
never fought the tariff schedules de- 
signed to protect its own particular 
products. Despite the democratic 
party plea for low tariff rates, the 
southerners are usually found voting 
for the highest schedules on tariffs 
upon products raised in their section 


of the country.

The question arises, how will the 


west and middle western representa- 
thes be able to "put over" their tar-

The 
cast will, of course, not aid them in 
reductions upon laiiff tati'S on man- 
ufactured products. 


The farm bloc from the west does 


know that the industrial east will 
try to get Increased rates on their 
products. The agrlcultuial represen- 
tatives from the west and northwest 
will first demand a higher tariff for 
agricultural 
products before they 


will consent to any tariff discussion 
for 
further 
increases on eastern 


products 
The east, in self defense, 


will be compelled to vote for the 
present rates or increased rates on 
farm products, hoping to secure re- 
ciprocity from the west when it 
comes to the protective tariff rates 
on eastern products. 


Here is where the strategy comes 


along. The western farm bloc in re- 
venge for the defeat of the McNary- 
Haugen bill by the solid south will 
unite with the east to decrease the 
tariffs 
upon southern agricultural 


products. A few southern represen- 
tatives, with past low-tariff records, 


will be compelled to join them to be 
consistent with past votes. This will 
curry the tariff 
reduction thru a» 


against the southern products. 


This done, tin western farm bloc 


will then seek to placate the south- 
••iwrs by an agreement to 
force 


down tariff rates upon the manufac- 
tured products produced by the east. 
The southein reprosontativea 
will 


naturally fall in with that plan with 
alacrity and pleasure. 


By this means the representatives 


of the farm bloc from the west and 
northwest hope to secure not only 
Its own ends, but to reunite the now 
sadly disunited western and south- 
ern divisions of the agricultural bloc 
In congress.

All the countries represented had en- 
tered notable works hy famous art- 
ists. 


"It would be difficult to find a 


more impressive housing for a col-

mann. "One approaches it through 
the marvelous corridors decorated by 
Alexander, in themselves worth a 
pilgrimage to the famous steel cen- 
ter. One may quarrel with Alexand- 
er's individual paitnings, but as to 
the general effect of this entrance 
there can be little doubt. One feels 
the Promethean force of a great in- 
dustrial center and nothing on these 
walls mars the unity of the impres- 
sion. One is tempted to tarry in the 
great statuary hall, resplendent with 
white marble and statues that de- 
light one on account of their excel- 
lent condition, or to wander into the 
permanent collection which contains 
very carefully sleceted masterpieces 
of modern art."

and every producer is also a con- 
sumer. Further, special privilege in 
industry and trade almost invariably 
begets enormous waste in public life 
and waste means excessive taxation 
and undue diversion of capital into 
nonproductive channels. These ma- 
terially help to produce high prices. 


Many thoughtful farmers favor the 


adoption of certain radical measures 
urged as beneficial to the fanning in- 
dustry—tho they freely concede the 
economic 
unsoundness of those 


measures—on the ground that the 
manufacturing 
industry, the trans- 


portation Industry and other forms 
of productive activity are permitte'd 
to enjoy special .privileges of enorm- 
ous value to them which put heavy 
costs upon agriculture. Either re- 
voke the special privileges or abolish 
all uncomplete measures beneficial 
to some and burdensome to others. 
Here, indeed, is the chief basis for 
intelligent discontent at the present 
time. 


Radicals, liberals and 
conserva- 


tives might 
find common cause 


worthy of their best efforts in gen- 
uine warfare, on special privilege. 
Surely this were wiser than to de- 
mand, a limitless extension of the 
bad system. 
Difficulties would be 


encountered in attempts to define 
special privilege and in making ap- 
plication of the general principle to 
concrete situations. 


A general campaign against spe- 


cial privilege would require courage.

and fatigue all appear. 
The nasal

The Indian and His Problems. 
Minneapolis Journal: There are 


340,000 Indians in this country. The 
fact that they are scattered in twen 
ty-four states has not facilitated gov 
rnment supervision of them. Most 
f the Indian tribes have to their 
reflit funds accruing from the sale 
of land* or timber 
or oil leases, 


which are*fnore than 
sufficient to 


keep them in good estate. But too 
jften as appears 
from the experi- 


ence of the Indian service, sharpers 
and sharks prey upon the Indians in 
numerous and devious ways, when 
they receive their allotments Their 
lands and monej are entirely dissi- 
pated by profiteers and promoters, 
whether of their own or of the white 


race. Most of this trouble goes back 
to the ignorance and confiding na- 
ture of the Indians themselves. In 
being banker, landlord, commissary 
and doctor for the Indians, the gov- 
ernment has been unable to build Tip 
in them habits of thrift, 
foresight 


and self care 
Secretary Work says that the two 


major problems connected with the 
Indians are health and education. Be- 
cause of poor sanitation in their 
homes and neglect, disease spreads 
rapidly among them. The inadequate 
salaries paid in the medical branch 
of the Indian service have been un- 
able ot secure and retain the minis- 
try of the best physicians and misses 


Today there are more than 30,000 


Indian 
children in public schools 


whereas twenty years ago there were 
hardly any. But there still remain 
20 746 Indian children who are no 
in'school. Secretary Work believe 
that these children should not be 
segregated, but should be taught 
along with white children: He thinks 
the schools ncror maintained by the 
Indian service should be taken over 
by the states. 


" As to the Indian service in general 
Secretary Work believes there has 
been too much 
centralization, in- 


creasing the handicap of the scat- 
tered location of the Indians. 
The 


Indian bureau should be primarily a 
coordinator and clearing house for 
social, educational and relief efforts 
carried on by states and localities.

Bricks From Pressed Dirt. 


Science Service: 
A compressed 


brick made from ordinary dirt and 
suitable for house construction has 
been developed by two French engin- 
eers working under the auspices of 
the national committee for scientific 
research and invention. 


In the process perfected by Wali- 


gorsky and Carriere, ordinary sub- 
soil earth containing 5 to 8 per cent 
of clay is compressed by tremendous 
pressure. The resultant bricks have 
a pressure resistance of 600 pounds a 
square inch. 


Walls are coated with a protective 


mixture which makes them imper- 
ious to moisture. The committee 
asserts the new bricks are only re- 
commended for low buildings. Their 
chief value will be on the farm where 
outbuildings and walls can now he 
built with materials found on the 
premises. 


The committee is Irving to dupli- 


cate the results obtained by H^cht. 
a German engineer who us*>s a mix- 
ture of other ingredients. To creasy. 
slippery earth it. added either foun- 
dr> waste, cok" ashes or oth»r ch»ap 
porus substances. Pine needles are 
kneaded into ih«> mixture which is 
placed in molds, compressed by hand 
and allowed to dry in tlr- open air.

Standardizes Size of Socks. 


New York Sun: 
Kind hearted 


Uncle Sam has arranged so it will 
be no longer necessary to turn under 
the toes of an oversized pair of 
stockings or socks and put in an un- 
comfortable day. 
A standard mea- 


surement plan for hosiery has been 
worked out by the department of 
commerce, so that your No. 10s will 
be 10s and not 11s or 9 l-2s. 


It was found there was a variance 


of as much as an inch in a single size 
of hosiery, and there are nine sys- 
tems of commercial measurement. 


A committee of the national asso- 


ciation of hosiery and underwear 
manufacturers asked aid in finding 
a method which would be standard. 
As a result of work done by the tex- 
tile section of the bureau of stand- 
ards and the committee a standard 
method has beejp developed for the 
first time and adopted for the gov- 
ernment department thru the federal 
specifications board. 


1 Hosiery manufacturers have ac- 
cepted the system. The method of 
measuring the size of circular knit 
hosiery by the standard measure- 
ment plan is described as follows: 


After the hose has been boarded 


and pressed and appears in a flat and 
unwrinkled condition, place a ruler 
along a line in which the tip of the 
toe and bottom of the heel gore are 
connected. 
The measured distance 


along this line from the tip of the 
toe to the intersection with, the back 
of the heel to the nearest half inch 
is the hosiery size. 


If the exact measurement is ten 


and one-fourth inches, it is desirable 
to call for the stocking size 10.

Improved Marketing for Fanners. 


Chicago Daily News: In an ad- 


dress before the International Rotary 
convention in Toronto, Former Gov- 
ernor Frank 0. Lowden of Illinois 
once more set forth his views on the 
right solution Df the problems facing 
the American farmer. 


That solution is to be found prin- 


cipally in organization and coopera- 
iton for the purpose of orderly.mar- 
keting farm produce. Mr. Lowden 
does not minimize other remedies for 
agricultural ills, such as diversifica- 
tion of crops, improved credit facil- 
ities, and, above all, more foreign 
markets for the surplus products of 
American farms and ranches. 
He 


feels, however, that the matter of co- 
operative marketing under intelli- 
gent guidance rannot be pressed too 
vigorously, because it embodies the 
principle of self-help and presents an 
infinitely superior alternative to any 
plan involving government price fix- 
ing, government buying and selling 
of commodities, or attempts at sys- 
tematic dumping in foreign markets. 


In certain business circles there is 


still much opposition to co-operative 
farm marketing associations. 
Mr. 


Lowden believes that such opposi- 
tion is ill-advised and based on mis- 
apprehensions. 
Grain 
exchanges, 


chambers of commerce and similar 
bodies, in Mr. Lowden's judgment, 
"could give a mighty impetus to the 
movement" toward agricultural co- 
operation and should do so to avert 
the gravest economic and political 
consequences. 


Curiously enough, Mr. Lowden's ar- 


gument has just received striking 
support from the offer of five leading 
Chicago grain firms to sell their en- 
tire crop marketing systems to the 
American farm bureau federation- or, 
presumably, to any other responsible 
co-operative organization of fawners. 


The firms in question handle more 


than $1,000,000,000 worth of grain an- 
nually. Evidently they believe that 
farmers has come to stay and wish 
to give it practical aid. The result 
of the negotiations said to be in prog- 
ress will be awaited with interest by 
all students of the difficult problem 
of improving the condition of the 
farmers.

two more "commandments" i:i the 
deealoguo ol which 1 have spoken. 1 
agree only in part. 


Surely WP cannot believe that chil- 


dren are perfect nor can we expect 
them to know Instinctively how to 
behave. We know that later in life 
all of 
us have 
both 
"don't" 
aud 


'must" shouted at us forcibly, both 
directly and imlnectly. 
It seems to 


me that it is a litUe hard on a child 
to bring it up never having heard the 
words, 
and 
then thrust it on the 


world to meet them on all sides. 


An 
interesting example of the 


word 
"must" 
used 
decidedly for 


the benefit of the child was given to 
me the other da\. A New York wo- 
man has a daughter of fifteen who 
is already showing great talent and 
promise in an imaginative, rather 
fantastic 
way. As would go with 


that sort of temperament, the child 
dislikes all practical questions. In 
discussing her the mother said to 
me: 


"1 lay more stress at the moment 


on my daughter's 
standing well in 


her mathematics than in any other 
study at school, because I realize 
that her imagination must have the 
balance of a certain amount of logic 
and stability. 
If she achieves this, 


her imaginative powers will yield far 
bigger results. 


I am sure she is right. 
As we grow older we attain the 


realization that in order to become 
proficient in the thing we want to do 
we must 
very often 
develop our 


minds and 
our forces in channels 


to Kivo me many roles in which I- 
\vas not as interested (or as well 
lit led for a« other kinds) because the 
training in 
I hose roles would ma- 


terially aid me when I came to do 
tin- ones I preterred. 
\Vhcn we are 


older we can appreciate the 
Intel. 


licence antl value of such training, 
bin as children we cannot. 
Conse- 


quently, 1 believe it is without ques- 
tion up to the teachers or parents 
to direct the child intelligently and, 
if need be, decidedly use the word 
"must." 


But I agree that the word "must1' 


should 
neve/- be used 
to children 


without at least attempting to make 
them understand why you are usin--; 
it. 
In other words, appeal to their 


sense and intelligence lirst. Explain 
why you think they should do w hat- 
ever you wish them to do. 
But it 


they still cannot see what you are 
attempting to explain to them, then, 
even in this day of independence ol 
action and thought, I believe that 
they will in later years thank their 
parents for having made them do 
things "against their will."

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MEN AND THINGS 


One needs but to read the proceedings of a. 


national convention where there is a lively 
fight on between candidates to understand that 
men and women are really but children of a 
large growth. There is much of make believe 
about the whole 
affair. 
For instance, why 


should any convention cheer for nearly an hour 
over the fact that a man whose name was cer- 
tain to be placed in nomination was recom- 
mended for the position by some orator? 
It 


wouldn't and didn't. Men had been hired and 
scattered over the hall, with a lot of hands 
strategicaliy located, and these kept the ball 
of apparent acclaim up in the air. None but 
a childish mind would, as a matter of compe- 
tition, find solace in the fact that the cheering 
for his fellow was seven minutes longer than 
the demonstration for any other fellow. 


The point upon which the supreme court de- 


cided the preacher pass law is that it is not an 
unjust discrimination. 
Following the prece- 


dent o£ the courts that define a reasonable 
doubt as one that is not unreasonable, we as- 
sume that an unjust discrimination is one that 
is not just. Reduced to the plainest possible 
language the holding of the court is that it is 
not unfair to the great body of taxpayers who 
must pay to ride that persons who fall within 
the classes of minister or charity' worker shall 
be carried free. The court -would have diffi- 
culty in sustaining that thesis. If it be argued 
that it is justified by the low financial rewards 
their profession pays, then why is the un- 
skilled laborer barred from participation? If it 
be because of their philanthropic contributions, 
why bar the physician, the teacher, the lawyer 


the editor, who do much free work? 


We confess frankly to disappointment that 


the court did not see fit to cut right thru tlie 
underbrush of precedent and legal ratiocina- 
tion direct to the heart of the whole pass ques- 
tion, as did Judge Morning. Judge Letton was 
eminently right when he said in effect that 
the legislature was unwise in extending the 
pass privilege as far as it has, and he would 
have been still more 'so if he had entrenched 
himself on the firm foundation that any act 
is unjustly discriminatory that attempts to 
pick out one class from among the myriad of 
professions Knd occupations that have no con- 
nection with the operation of trains and say 
that those belonging to it shall ride free while 
all others shall pay. If anything can be more 
unjustly discriminatory than that it lies out- 
side the scope of our mental vision. 


Singularly tenuous is the statement of the 


opinion that the railroads will never get the 
courts or commission to allow higher passen- 
ger rates because they haul a special class of 
citizens free. 
This overlooks the fact that 


rates are not made on a gross revenue basis, 
but on a net income basis. 
It is all figured 


down primarily to a net revenue, per passen-' 
ger mile computation. The cost ^pf transporta- 
tion is the cost of moving a ton-'of freight or a 
ton of passengers a mile. The cost is not 
changed in the least by .whether the railroad 
carries this free of charge or not, or whether. 
part is free and part is " paid for. And the rea- 
sonable return that the constitution requires 
the courts to give to railroads thru the medium 
ol' remunerative rates is primarily based .on 
the cost of transportation because return is 
what is left after cost is deducted from rev- 
enues. 
' It is difficult to interest one in government 
ownership or a lower tariff when the real prob- 
lem the world has to solve is how to make 
everybody behave. This problem has always 
beea present to vex and annoy because, while 
most persons are decent and respectful of the 
rights of sthers, there is a certain percentage 
that has always given us trouble. We have 
tried religion, the policeman's club, the jail and 
the penitentiary, the whipping post, the gal- 
lows even. Yet we have scarcely made a dent 
in the greediness, the lust, the ungovernable 
temper, the combativeness that cause people 
to do those things which are against the inter- 
ests of the social order. Why are we not pro- 
gressive along these lines? 


In the old days the editors were often ridi- 


culed because of the excess of caution which 
in practice led them to fiercely denounce evil 
conditions in China and Turkey and to hold 
their nose while they passed equally repre- 
hensible things at home. A spade was a spade 
when it was descried in some foreign pasture. 
At that the old-time editors were never as bad 
as the politicians whose advice they followed, 
nor as insincere as the critics who belabored 
them for not excoriating their -own pet dis- 
likes. It was a common experience that in 
both cases the advisers were trying to use the 
editorial fingers to pull 
out chesinuts that 


their own tender digits at the instigation of a 
streak of yellow spurned.
